The Proposed Income Tax. 

The additional Income tux aa passed 
by the lIoiiHe runs tip to a rale of UU 
per cent. Thia Is a sum unheard of In 
the history of civilized society. It muat 
Ih! remembered that It waa only after 
the first year of the war that Great 
Briinin increased ber liicome tax to the 
maximum of 34 per cent, aud that 
even now In the fourth year of Ihe war 
the Income tax does not -exceed 42^ 
per cent. 

It coiild enally be ahown that a tax 
with rates on moderate incomea lub- 
slantially Icaa than In Great Britain, 
and on the larger Incomes about as 
high, would yield only slightly less than 
the $.5,32.000,000 originally estimated lu 
the IIoiiHo bill. 

It Is to lie lio|>ed that the Senate will 
reduce the total rate on the higbest in- 
comes to 84 |H>r cent, or at moat to 40 
|8 t cent, and that at the same time It 
will reduce the rate on the aniallcr In- 
enmea derived from personal or profes- 
slonnl earnings. 

If the war continues we shall have to 
depend more and more upon the in- 
come tax. By imposing sxeesaivs ratei 
now wo are not only endangering .he 
future, but are inviting all manner of 
difficulties which even Great Britain 
hai been able to escape.

Hammurabi's Law. 

Hammurabi, who was a king of Chal- 
dea about 2185 B. C., and whose code 
of laws is the oldest existing legal 
record of humanity, was not such a 
oack number after all, even though the 
supreme court of Missouri has just 
set aside one of bis prenpts. Accord- 
ing to this precept the son of an adopt- 
ed son, the latter dying before bis 
adoptive parents, does not become the 
legal heir to the parents' estate. The 
supreme bench of the "Show Me" state 
could not see the matter in this light. 
Vet the principle that a legacy which 
tee legatee did not live to receive re- 
vurts to the estate of the testator is 
recognized In modem law. Unless 
the surviving heirs of the legatee are 
descendants, related In blood to the 
testator, they cannot Inherit Ham- 
murabi's law may not be good laig In 
.Missouri, but It would be recognized 
as such almost everywhere else.
